outbursts of derisive laughter. 
Elaborate Police Arrangement* for 


Monday 


The most elaborate police arrange- 


ments will be taken Monday. The 
number of gendarmes and troops will 
be tripled, and detachments posted on 
the squares and bridges of the town, 
and also will be mounted patrol the 
streets.

view to save their own spy; but, in less 
prejudiced circles it is believed that the 
court cannot disregard the solemn dec- 
larations of the two attaches without 
giving rise to a still graver situation in 
an international sense than now prevails,

CONTINUE UNCHECKED, 


Flames Sweeping Through the Woods 


In Southeastern Massachusetts, 


Fourteen Dwellings at South 
Harwich Reduced to Ashes, 


Money Loss Is Estimated at $25,000, Will 


but Little Insurance. 


South Harwich, Mass., Sept. 7.—Four- 


teen dwelling- houses, together with 
numerous sheds and outbuildings, in this 
town, were completely wiped out by a 
fire yesterday, which, starting in the 
woods to the northwest, swept through 
the little hamlet, is still continuing un- 
conquered1 to the south, fanned by the 
same gale that first started it on its de- 
structive career. 


The fire apparently started in the woods 


near Long ponds, and as a northwest 
wind was blowing strong at the time, it 
soon assumed large proportions. It is 
thought the fire originated' from some 
logs which were left burning, and the 
underbrush, being very dry, caugTit from 
the sparks. Although a large number 
of men were quickly on the scene, they 
could not stay the flames, which rapidly 
swept toward the railroad station and 
the stores of Kendrick Bearse. The sta- 
tion master and two friends saved these 
buildings, while a wrecking train backed 
down and took a number of freight cars 
out of the line of fire. 


The blaze continued on towards the 


little village, only half a mile away, and 
soon the peopl« began to realize that 
many, if not all, of their houses were 
doomed to destruction. 


A great rush was made by the fire 


fighters to the village, and- as much 
furniture as possible was removed from 
the line of the flames. The fire soon 
reached the main 
street, where the 


houses were the thickest, and by this 
time the entire population was almost 
panic-stricken. The smoke was so thick 
that it was feared many women and 
children would be lost, and one aged lady 
was carried out of a house just after it 
caught fire. It is probable 
that she 


would have been consumed if it had not 
been for the order of some men who 
directed.that all houses in the tra-chfof 
the flames should be searched. 


The first house to go was unoccupied, ' 


but the flames soon continued to others, j 
and the following people had their homes , 
destroyed before their very eyes: A. 
Glendon, Mrs. Luther Eldredge, Eben I. 
Bldredige, Zebina Eldredge, Obid Nick- 
erson, William Bearse, Watson Small, 
Albert Crowell, Clement Small, Albert 
Bartlett, Eben Taylor, Edward Hardy 
and Thankful Nickerson. The general 
stores and lumber yard of Fred Sears 
were on fire at one time, but were saved, 
as were other houses in the village which 
also caught. 


It looked -at one time as if every house 


in towri woul'd be destroyed, but 300 men 
who gathered saved quite a number, and 
the fire kept on into the woods to the 
south, where it is still raging. 


The loss is estimated at $25,000, and 


will be severely felt, as many of the oc- 
cupants of the houses destroyed 
had 


little or no insurance on their property, j 
There is considerable anxiety as to the I 
continued progress of the flames, for j 
they seem to be heading towards South | 
Chatham, and there is little prospect of j 
their being extinguished, except 
by j

THE GALLANT 
TWENTY-SIXTH 
, 


Receives Plants of Admiring Throngs In ihe 


Streets of Boston. 


Boston, Sept. 7.—Colonel Rice and the 


Twen'ty-S'ixth volunteer regiment ar- 
rived in this city _ yesterday afternoon 
from Plattsburg, N. Y., on its way to the 
Philippines. Even the home coming nf 
the Sixth Massachusetts last fall, with 
Colonel Rice also at its head, was 
eclipsed by the large and enthusiastic 
reception accorded the brave men who 
have volunteered for awo years' service 
on the opposite side of the globe. 
" Although the regiment 
was several 


hours behind the time announced for its 
arrival, hundreds'of people who came to 
the city early in the morning from the 
suburbs and neighboring cities to see 
the soldiers march through the streets 
were comtent to wait all day for a glimpse 
of the men. 


At 2 o'clock the first section rolled into 


the North Union station, and as the men 
alighted they were 
warmly cheered. 


Every man was dressed in a new suit of 
dull yellow, with a reddish brow n blanket 
foiled over his shoulder, a haversack 
hanging from one side, a canteen from 
the other and a tin dipper swung from 
the blanket roll, while every man had a 
pew Krag rifle. The train was made up 
entirely of sleepers, the officers occupy- 
ing palace cars and the men the regular 
tourist coaches, each man having a berth 
to. himself. 


The second section came in half an 


hour later, ana the third followed soon 
aft&r. It was 4 o'clock before the en- 
tire regiment had reported, and half an 
hour later the inarch was begun. The 
route was througn the business section 
of the city, with the usual march by the 
city hall, where the men were reviewed 
by Mayor Quincy, and finally past the 
state house, where Governor Walcott 
was accorded a marching salute as he 
stood surrounded by his staff and backed 
by a multitude of many thousands. The 
streets all along the route were densely 
thronged and the men were frequently 
cheered. 


Pursuing its way down Beacon street 


the regiment swung into the Common 
and finally rested in column of battalions 
on the parade 
ground, with Mayor 


Quincy and other city officials at the re- 
Viewing point. 


After a breathing spell of 20 minutes 


the regiment was again put in motion 
and the formal review began. The line 
formed in columns of platoons, and the 
march was one of the best ever seen on 
the Common. After the review the regi- 
ment again formed in battalions and 
stood very steady as Mayor Quincy, ac- 
companied by Colonel Rice, made the in- 
spection. 


This closed the exercises of the day 


and the regiment marched back to 
Charlestown to their cars for the night.

The fact which was developed 
later was that the landing place was 
guaided by a formidable^and well con- 
cealed line of earthwork's upon which 


Filipinos had felt the power of the 
American arms. 


A movement veiy much In the nature 


of that of General Lawton's famous 
expedition was that led by General 
Wheaton in March. General Wheaton 
went out with a flying brigade and in 
the campaign of eight days captured 
the stronghold of Paslg. the Filipino 
base of operations in the district lying 
between Manila and Laguna de Bahla. 
General Wheaton's instructions ware to 
clear the country of the enemy between 
Manila and Pasig and to stuke him 
\\herever found 
He had two legular 


regiments, two of volunteers and a com- 
pany of aitillery, together with three 
tioops of cavaliy. As soon as the line 
was In motion on the Pasig road the en- 
emy began to fire upon it from the in- 
trenched position at the city 
For one 


week the brigade operated around the 
Filipino position, fighting spinted com- 
bats every day. At the end or that time 
Wheaton's men occupied Pasig, Pate- 
los, laghuig and the country imme- 
diately around them, having kilted, 
Bounded and captured not less than 
2,500 insurgents 
This campaign, which 


began on March 12, was earned on in 
spite of a rainstorm w hich continued at 
intervals throughout the week, render- 


them occasionally along- the lake shore. 
The ttoops were laden down with equip. 
ments. food and ammunition, while the 
natives were barefooted and carried 
only guns and cartiidses 
The chaso 


acioas the rough rice paddies and ovei 
the hill3 thickly covered with under- 
brush was most fatigulngr and vexa- 
tious, still the distance of 15 miles was 
covered in five hours, including the 
fighting. 


On the 4th of May General Wheaton 


advanced with the Twentieth Kan- 
sas, First Montana infantry and two 
machine guns to attack St. Thomas 
General Hall's brigade made a similar 
movement on the flank, getting the 
trpops up to close quaiters. Geneial 
Wheaton in twrson led five companies 
of the Twentieth Kansas in a chaige 
upon the mtrenchments 
All were car- 


iled by assault, and the enemy was 
driven in the dhection of Fernandino. 


Just what position General Wheeler 


will occupy when he takes up the woik 
in the Philippines is yet to be deter- 
mined. It has been said that he goes 
there as a raiding chief, and if that is 
the case and mounted troops ate given 
him tui the purpbse we may expect to 
hear stories of wonderful achievements 
Of hunting the insurgents to their 
strongholds and razing their buildings 
so that th«y will be brought to terms or 
driven to the verge of starvation 


General Wheeler's achievements In 


Cuba are too fresh in the minds of the 
readeis to need repetition here 
For a 


man of his age he accomplished won- 
deis, and unquestionably had the Span- 
ish war lasted until this time Wheeler 
would have been in command of an in- 
dependent corps or even of an army 
The dispatching of cavalry to the Phil- 
ippines and the gathering of ponies 
suitable for that country indicates that 
there will be an eftort made ti, either

General Lawton's reputation Is by no 


means brand new As a soldier ho was 
known to the country before the cam- 
paign last year in Cuba, where he dis- 
tinguished hirrself as one of the ablest 
subordinate officers in the army. His 
single feat of the capture of Geronimo 
and his notorious band of murder- 
ing Apaches in the mninitalrt fast- 
nesses of die Sierra Madre was suffi- 
cient to stamp him as a leader capable 
of going oat with an independent force, 
of figiting his way through any and 
•ve»y obstacle, and of foiling and sur- 
prising and bringing to terms either 
by blows or strategy the most wily of 
foea. 


From the warfare of Arizona and 


northern Mexico to that of the Philip- 
pine Islands is not such a far cry after 
all. 
The conditions of the countries 
ire very much the same, while the na- 
}ure and habits of the foes are prac- 
tically identical. The Apaches 
were 


•aidfrg and guerrillas on tne warpath, 
ind in defense never made open battle, 
preferring to rely upon strategy and 
ambush. Hunted from one lair, they 
took refuge in another. So it is with 
the Filipinos 
They have never been 


brought to decisive battle; they must 
be hunted down and capturpd or disci- 
plined by the sternest methods of war. 
Seneral Charles King, who has recently 
come from the field of contest, says 
that Kipimg is correct in calling the 
Tagals people ' half devil and half 
chi'd." 


Lawton is the man for the work. His 


activity is ceaseless, his spmt in deal- 
ing with enemies relpntless 


When Lawton took the field in the 


Philippines, very soon after his arrival 
there, it was expected that a crushing 
blow was to be given to the insurrec- 
tion. Lawton crushed, but the enemy 
did not stay crushed, and now that the 
(acts of the campaign arc known in this 
•country they detract nof one whit from 
1*wton'i ability, nor from the glory 


but they could and did come back and 
reoccupy towns and villages and de- 
fensive points after 
he abandoned 


them. But it would be too much to 
say that the some Filipinos came back 
and that they came back in the same 
spirit 
Lawton's raid showed 
them 


what the American army is like and 
what kind of warfare it can prosecute. 
The masses of the insurgents had been 
misled as to the intentions of the Amer- 
icans and their methods, they had been 
taught that the Amencans were simply 
to take the place of the Spaniards in 
fastening burdens upon the people, 
they were told that the American army 
was weak, that thousands of American 
soldiers had bee" l::!lCu, that in a very 
short time they would all be killed. The 
Filipinos saw the Americans come into 
their country, march where they listed 
and kill from 10 to 100 of their number 
to each Ameucan soldier who was lost 
in battle. In fact, it has been said that 
when General Lawton took Santa Cruz 
in his first raid in April the insuigents 
learned for the first time that their own 
people w'p'e not in possession of Manila. 
Tip to the time Lawton set out on his 
gieat march noith of the Philippine 
capital the masses of the insurgents 
really supposed that the Americans 
werp shut up behind the breastworks 
where the Spaniards had been when 
the American army captuied the place 
last August. In point of fact, Lawton 
staitpd out with less than 2,000 men, 
and more than 200,000 Filipinos were 
diiven or fled from the northern coun- 
try traversed in his great raid. 


Yet the expedition of Lawton to the 


north of Manila was not simply a raid. 
It wa« a warlike undertaking, ably and 
thoroughly executpd In the captuie of 
Santa Cruz, which ianks in Luzon next 
to the city of Manila, Lawton was fore-

the Amencans would have stumbled 
almost before observing. While this 
movement from the water was going 
on the Americpn army was moving 
upon the town from the south and west 
Night nut an end to it, but on the fol- 
lowing morning the feint of the night 
before was turned into an attack, 
with Gatlings and 3 inch guns and 
Krag-Jorgensens 
The ternble fire was 


poured into the Filipinos, and their 
main stronghold, a stone penitentiary, 
was mercilessly shelled until the con- 
cealed enemy began to dart out in al) 
directions toward the limits of the city 
They hoped to escape, but the only av- 
enues op^n the day before had been 
closed by the mam force of the expedi- 
tion, the brigade of General Charles 
King, 1,500 strong. General King being 
unable to lead his own brigade Genei- 
al Lav, ton headed the troops in person. 
When the Filipinos rushed into the bam- 
boo groves, they were met with roaiing 
vollpys from the American rifles 
Forc- 


pd to take to the open plain across 
which the bullets swept, they were also 
exposed to the Catling guns en board 
the improvised gunboats on the lake 
In a fairly good line the insurgents had 
started out from the city, but the shots 
bowled them over like tenpins, and in 
five minutes there was no semblance 
of a line left, but only scared and panic 
stricken groups of Filipinos, making 
for the fringes of trees or any cover 
that was within sight. Thus fell Santa 
Cruz, and although it wrfs afterward 
abandoned to the insurgents, yet the 


ing the roads and fields muddy and al- 
most impassible. 


In the capture of Pasig there was 


continuous fig~htmg for several hours. 
The fight was from trench to trench 
and from street to street, the Ameri- 
cans advancing steadily all the time. 
The final stand of the Filipinos was 
made at the church, where sharpshoot- 
ers had been opeiatmg from a high 
tower during the thiee days of the battle 
outs'de. This position was flanked .ind 
manyof theinsurgentskilled. Wheaton's 
opeiations for the next few days after 
the captuie of Pasig were in co-oper- 
ation with the brigade of General Hal', 
which was advancing upon Calumpit. 
It was during this work of Wheaton's 
flying column that Colonel Funston per- 
foimed tho famous feat of swimming 
the river and getting his soldiers over 
by means of rafts. 


The difficulties of the campaign car- 


ried on by General Wheaton may be de- 
termined from the following incident: 
Late one afteinoon about ],500 Filipinos 
who had escaped to the south on the 
first day of Wheaton's march north- 
ward suddenly returned and attempted 
to break through his line to join the re- 
mainder of the insurgents who weie re- 
treating noithward 
They came up to 


low ground along the lake, but were 
headed off by some detached companies 
of Wheaton's command. On the follow- 
ing day several companies staitcd out 
at daybreak to cut off the insurgents 
They chased them across the lulls and 
rice paddies, coming in contact with 


suppoit the nfantry uy cavalry forces 
or possibly to operate 'Mth cavalry 
alone. In either case General Wheeler 
would find occupation suited to his tal- 
ents 


During the civil war he not only 


proved himself an able leader of the 
cavalry corps acting upon its own hook 
but a most efficient leader of the raiding 
and scouting parties operating in con- 
nection with the infantry. 
The first 


great raid of General Wheeler in the 
civil war, undertaken when he was 23 
years old, showed the stuff of which he 
is made. It was at the close of Bragg's 
Kentucky campaign in the fall of 1S62. 
Bragg's campaign ended at Murfrees- 
boro, where a heavy battle was fought 
between the Federal and Confederate 
aimies At the close of December, while 
the armies were getting ready for bat- 
tle, General Wheeler started out to 
make a raid aiouad the rear of the 
Federal camps 
It was a bold project 


and was successfully carried out 
He 


made a circuit of the enemy's camps at 
night and eaily in the morning encoun- 
tered «, belated brigade of Fedeial 
tioops marching spiritedly to the field 
of battle. Finding a Federal train of 
64 wagons parked under a guard of in- 
fantry, Wheeler put his men to the 
charge, but was baffled in his effort to 
take the train for two hours 
Finally 


he cut out 20 wagons and burned them 
and rode forward to vUieie tho main 
supply tram of the enemy was T—rkcd. 
This was the little village of La Verrrn*.

A NOVKL. EXPERIMENT 


This city has contributed to public 


entertainments for raising money for 
almost all conceivable purposes, but it 
has remained for the Municipal league 
to organize a. public event to raise mon- 
ey for political purposes. The Muni- 
cipal league is largely if not wholly a 
political organization. It had a can- 
didate in the field for mayor last yeaj-, 
\vTiTiam Dobson, and it is its avowed 
intention of placing Mr. Dobson in the 
fieM for mayor this year. Mr. Dobson 
•was defeated last year and his support- 
i.ig organization believes that the de- 
feat was due to a, lack of money for 
campaign purposes. The organization 
intends that the want of money shall 
not be a drawback this year, and plans 
for a fair to raise the funds. 


It will be very interesting to observe 


how the public will support such a 
venture. The merchants^ will- be asked 
to contribute to the fair as they have 
been asked to contribute to church fairs 
and the general public will be asked 
to patronize the event. Remembering 
that the money is to be used for ad- 
vancing a political candidate, this fair 
experiment seems decidedly novel. 


It is not likely that the tradesmen 


or people will contribute to or patron- 
ize the event according to their politi- 
cal convictions. It is well known that 
the merchants, when approached by 
churches and societies for contribu- 
tions to such money-making schemes, 
feel that they a.re being held up and 
must pay the tax to insure the good 
will of those who make the levy. No 
doubt it will be forgotten that the 
Municpial league is asking the public 
to contribute to the aid of its candi- 
date as the democrats, republicans or 
socialists might, as political organiza- 
tions, ask for public contributions to 
aid their candidates in a political fight. 
The reason why this will be forgotton 
or overlooked is that the league will 
largely a.ppear as a labor body and 
carry with its appeal the weight of an 
appeal by labor. 


We do not wish to leave the impres- 


sion that the league will hold its fair 
as if it were under the auspices of the 
fentra.1 labor union, but v.-c want to 
point out that the labor character of 
ihf league is most likHy to obscure its 
political r-haractor in the public eye. 


It would be better for labor, we 


think, if the labor influence were with- 
held from purely political ventures, 
off ept when the venture is an ac- 
krjoulfdged labor venture and the fight 
fiMsht for the cause of labor.

such we must treat him in self defense. 


• The enormity of the offense on th« 
part of the newspaper is fully realized 
when we consider the newspaper's obli- 
gations to the public.

Js permitted to have- important weight 
in helping the reader to arrive at his 
own conclusions. Thus the newsraa- 
per goes into the homes of a communi- 
ty, into the minds of the ™?op!e and 
wields1 a tremendous influence for good 
or ill. How solemn, then, i» the res- 
ponsibility resting upon the news- 
paper; how imperative its duty! All 
newspapers are liable to mistakes in 
judgment, but mistakes in judgment 
are pardonable. A few newspapers are 
nothing more than commercial quanti- 
ties, their news columns and their edi- 
torial columns being1 for sale to the 
highest bidder. These newspapers are, 
guilty of offenses that are not pardon- 
able. 
These newspapers a,r& thieves, 


and the most precious things they steal 
are the honest intentions of their read- 
ers. They steal these honest intentions 
by giving to their readers warped in- 
formation and money-made opinton. 
No greater enemy enters the home than 
the newspaper which traffics in the 
opinions of men, than the newspaper 
which strives to create an impression in 
the minds of the people to suit the pur- 
poses of the mam or men who pa.y the 
highest price. It is a devilish agent, 
which seeks to steal our judgments and 
sell them for the largest number of 
dollars obtainable. We take the news- 
paper into our homes, place our confi- 
dence in it, believing that it will en- 
deavor to rightly inform us and our 
faith, is rewarded by its efforts1 to make 
liars and tools of us when we come to 
the polls to perform the highest of our 
public duties. 


What are we to think of the men who 


will stoop to the level of paying a public 
newspaper to tamper with, the judg- 
ments of their fellow citizens for their 
own special purposes? We must think 
less of them than we think of the un- 
scrupulous newspaper proprietor who 
carries the judgments of his paper's 
readers into the market to sell. We 
should stamp them or brand them so 
that they would be known in every 
public place. The buyer of newspaper 
influence should be* marked so that 
every newspaper reader would know 
him, 
know him to be the man who 


sought to have the public honor de- 
livered over to him for a money con- 
sideration. 


What a loathsome thing he must ap- 


pear in honest men's eyes, this man 
who used his dollars as the means of 
making us unwitting1 traitors to our- 
selves and unconscious enemies of our 
duty to our city and state! Better that 
he pick our pockets than pay a thief 
to steal away our right judgments. 


Let us make him understand that we 


regard him with disgust, that we con- 
sider him the greatest of all our ene- 
mies. We must rouse ourselves to the 
right treatment of him. 


He now laughs at our apathy. We 


must trample him, his agents and his 
ambitions beneath our feet most mer- 
cilessly.

Some Interesting Su*ffe*Uoni gent 
to Secretary Foster. 
The practical completion of another 


plan for the celebration of Admiral 
Dewey's home coming was announced 
the other day. The committee on mu- 
sic and fireworks, of which Lewis 
Nixon is chairman, held a meeting re- 
cently In the city hall In New York, 
and the members discussed in detail 
the plans for the fireworks display 
which is to surround Manhattan Is- 
land on the evening of Friday, Sept. 
29, almost immediately after the naval 
parade, which is to pass up the North 
river to Grant's tomb. 


Mr. Nixon announced that the con- 


tract for the fireworks display had been 
awarded to Pain's Fireworks com- 
pany. There will be a display of fire- 
works on laud at several different 
points in this and other boroughs of 
the city, says the New Tork Sun. The 
starting of the fireworks show win* be 
marked by simultaneously displays at 
Grant's tomb and on Ward's island. 
Then there will be two long proces- 
sions of boats down the North and 
East rivers. 
In these processions 


the principal boats will be big railroad 
floats, which will carry a large stock 
of water fireworks to be discharged all 
the way down the river. Four of these 
boats will leave Grant's tomb and four 
will start from Ward's island, and be- 
hind each group will come a long pro- 
cession of tugs, large and small, which 
will burn red fire all the way down the 
two rivers. At the Battery, where the 
two fireworks processions will meet, 
there will bt anchored six large floats 
with a big stock of fireworks on them, 
and if permission can be obtained the 
Pain company will also have fireworks 
displays on Governors island and Lib- 
erty island. At several places on the 
Long Island and New Jersey shores 
there will be illuminations, and the 
upper harbor will be ablaze. 


Meantime the big electric sign, that 


will spell out "Welcome, Dewey," will 
shine from the Brooklyn bridge, and 
searchlights at different points will 
sweep around the scene. Private illu- 
minations and fireworks exhibitions on 
the water front will add to the bril- 
liancy of the scene, and the sources of 
noise of which the committee has 
heard are almost numberless. 
The 


fireworks display will cost $14,500, and 
-it was said at the office of the Pain 
Fireworks company that the company 
would give the city a fine display. 


Secretary Warren W. Foster was as 


busy as ever the other day. Among 
the letters received was one from Her- 
man Foster Robinson of 42 West Thir- 
ty-seventh street, who suggested that 
Admiral Dewey, at some time during 
the celebration, should plant an elm 
tree near Grant's tomb, so that a me- 
morial of the event may stand in after 
years. A batch of 12 new songs, all 
descriptive of Admiral Dewey's victo- 
ry at Manila or relating to the celebra- 
tion, were received by Secretary Fos- 
ter yesterday. 
The- writer of one of 


these songs was so enthusiastic over 
his production that be offered to have 
a piano brought to the city hall in or- 
der that the members -of the commit- 
tee might hear Jiis music. 


From Clevelapii "a letter came to Sec- 


retary Foster asking that a place in 
the line of the land parade of Satur- 
day, Sept. 30, be reserved for the 
"White Escort," an organization de- 
scribed by the writer as a company of 
124 young women, "well, drilled in mil- 
itary and fancy drills and clad ln°' re- 
galia of pure white." 


The sculptors and modelers at Madi- 


son Square Garden are making good 
progress. The models of two large 
groups, "The Protection of the Coun- 
try" by William Couper and "The 
Progress of Civilization" oy Johannes 
Gellert, are nearly completed and will 
soon be cast in white piaster. These 
two designs are for bas-r-liefs, which 
will adorn the sides of the Madison 
Square arch. Mr. Conner's design em- 
braces armed figures. The other group 
contains two female figures seated on 
the prow of the- ship of progress. One 
of these figures carries the model of a 
warship in her hand and the other 
bears a miniature locomotive. Behind 
them stands the figure of Mercury. 


The work on J. Q. A. Ward's large 


group, significant of victory, which is 
to be placed on the top of the arch, is 
being carried on rapidly. The group is 
so large that it will be modeled in eight 
separate parts, which can be united 
only when the workmen have carried 
them to the enclosure in Madison 
Square. The statue of victory itself, 
which is to be the central figure in the 
group, is so large that it will be made 
in two parts. 


The committee in charge of the naval 


parade has intended to have in the line 
some floats bearing singing societies 
and glee clubs, many of which have 
offered their services. No selection has 
yet been made of the societies who will 
be asked to partake in this feature of 
the programme. It was said the oth- 
er day that the committee had been 
overwhelmed with offers of the sort.

LonU the Other Day He Showed 
Some PrtenUa Bow It Should Be 
Done — Three Watermelon* "Were 
"Bunted.* 
Ex-Governor William Joel Stone put 


aside his cares and burdens as a na- 
tional Democratic cooimitteeman the 
other day in St. Louis and became for 
a few minutes plain Bill Stone and 
ate watermelons as he used to do on 
the farm. The governor had met two 
friends on the street. One of them 
suggested something refreshing in the 
way of summer drinks. The governor 
declined. He did not at that moment 
fancy lemonade, soda water or any of 
the ordinary summer mixtures. 


"I am thirsty, though, boys," he add- 


ed. "I'm thirsty for a watermelon. 
There's nothing so good on a hot Au- 
gust afternoon as a rich, red, juicjr 
watermelon." 
"Well, by all means 


let's have some watermelon," said the 
man who had first brought up the 
proposition. 
''Come on, governor." 


The three gentlemen walked slowly 
over to Pine street, the governor 
sharpening his appetite for watermelon 
on the way by calling up recollections 
of the time when, as a barefooted boy, 
he was the champion melon consumer 
of two states, says the St. Louis Re- 
public. They entered one of the small 
coffee and sinkers restaurants where 
signs on the wall announce that the 
coffee is like that mother used to make, 
and where the pies are sold "per cut." 
Seating themselves on stools at an 
uncovered counter, the party ordered 
watermelon for three. The fruit, ice 
cold and as r£H as blood, was produc- 
ed, symmetrically cut into wedges, 
each section placed on a plate and ac- 
companied by knife and fork. 


Governor Stone gave the layout one

your Icebox," The restaurant man 
was flustered, but he 'obeyed orders.

"Boys," said the governor, "this is 


the only way to eat a melon. First, 
you see, I give it a thump to see if it's 
ripe. This one gives back a deep, 
melodious p-1-u-n-k as I thump it, and 
I know it's rijpe.

Peek Think* Parli Exposition Re- 


ceipt* Will Reach $300,OOO,OOO. 


Ferdinand W. Peck estimates that 


the value of the exposition of 1900 to 
Paris and France, from a financial 
point of view, will be almost fabu- 
lous, says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Concessions of enormous value and 
alluwiiig big proiits amounting to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars will be let, 
and the attendance at the exposition is 
estimated at GO.OOU.OOO people, near- 
ly three-i'ourfhs of the entire popula- 
tion of the United States. 
He said 


that it was estimated that the total 
receipts of the exposition will amount 
to over $300,000,000. 


"The caterers of F=.rls are just now 


in a state of agitation," saicl Commis- 
sioner Peck. 'It is not the affair that 
moves them, but tho approach ot the 
day when the contracts for places of 
refreshment iu the exposition will be 
decided. Rents foV places for restau- 
rants and bars in Paris for use dirt- 
ing the exposition are e.ven now placed 
at fabulous figures, and $10,000 for six 
months for a barroom or hall on the 
banks of the Seine is the average 
rental aske'd. 


"At the Paris exposition of 1SS9 86 


concessions were granted for restau- 
rants and bar establishments, the to- 
tal rents for which readied over $250,- 
000. As a rule, all these places realize 
large returns, one of the "tablisli- 
mejits making $300,000 net profits. The 
average profit of five others was 200,- 
000 francs, or about $40,000, and the 
lowest profit made was 30,000 francs— 
$G.OOO. Of course the people of Paris 
and the French commissioners antici- 
pate much greater financial results at 
the coming exposition in 1900, as the 
attendance will, by millions, surpass 
that of any previous international ex- 
position. 


"As to the French government and 


state the profit is also great. The rail- 
road receipts during tllte exposition of 
1889 increased 78,000,000 francs, the 
tax on transportation 12,000,000 francs. 
The po'stofflee receipts increased 8,000,- 
000 francs and that of the excise taxes 
30,000,000 francs. 
The exports of 


France during Ilie Paris exposition of 
1889 increased 4oO.000.000 francs, while 
the imports of that year reached only 
210,000,000 fraucs." 


EGRET FARM PROJECTED. 


Arizona Man IVill Ra-ine Bird* For 


Their Feathers. 


A. Bienkowsld of Yuma, A. T., Las 


evolved a new scheme whereby he may 
corral the elusive dollars. He proposes 
to start an egret farm and conduct the 
same on the principle of an ostrich 
farm, says the Yuma Sentinel. The 
egret is a tropical bird of the heron 
family and is found in great abun- 
dance at the mo'uth- of the Colorado 
river. It has a white crest, tho feath- 
ers of which are valued at $32 nn 
ounce-.

20 birds will yield an ounce of feath- 
ers twice a year, or ten birds will yield 
an ounce of feathers every year, which 
woulll be $32 a year for ten birds.

killed for their feathers, and as a con- 
sequence they will soon be extinct 
BienUowsUi proposes to fence 350 acivn 
of marshy land along the river bot- 
tom near Yuma and domesticate the 
egret. He thinks tkis could be dom> 
by clipping their wings. lie has sev- 
eral birds in \&s possession now. ar.O 
they seem to stand captivity well and 
nre easily tamed. The scheme is feasi- 
ble.

DAZZLED THE WORLD 


THE REMARKABLE CAREER OF THE 


ADMIRABLE CRIpHTON. 


Till* Marvel, » Planter of Art* at It, 


Dlea at Oie Age of 22 by HU Own 
Sword, Which He Had OBored to * 
Foe After FIr«t UcfeatiUfr Him. 


On .Tuly 3, 1583, in a night encounter 


iu Mantua there died a boy of 22 who 
in the last eight years of his life was the 
•wonder and ndmiration of the chivalry 
and learning of Europe. His fame has 
come down to the" present day iimoug 
Ihu English speaking, French and Ital- 
ian people. Fifty years ago he was an 
idol of schoolboys. His attainments as 
described by his contemporaries were so 
extraordinary that some modern writers, 
proceeding from the viewpoint that uo 
human intellect could acquire such mar- 
velous proticieucy iu so uiauy directions, 
have nrgued he was a mythical charac- 
ter. 
Tiiis *was James Crichton of Clu- 


iiy, best known by the title given him by 
tho French—the Admirable Crichton. 


He was made a master of arts by the 


University of St. Andrews in his twelfth 
year, lie knew all that institution of 
learuiug could teach bim when lie was 
14. At the age of 15 he met in public 
debate on all subjects uiiiuy of the best 
minds in France and vanquished them 
all. lie knew all the learning of his day. 
He ivas a master, of 12 languages, llu 
had u memory so wonderful that, hear- 
ing a discourse of any length, he was 
able afterward to repeat it wosd for 
word and'duplicate every gesture of the 
speaker. He was a poet, a musician of 
excellence, an athlete, a horseman, a sol- 
dier of trusted command before he was 
IS), a wondertul actor, a swordsman of 
extraordinary skill.- He met and over- 
came all antagonists. He passed through 
the courts of France and Italy like a 
brilliant meteor. 
With all his attain- 


ments,'he couldn't gain any money, and 
he fell before his own sword, which he 
had offered a foe after first defeating 
him. 


Crieliton's family was of considerable 


Importance and wealth and claimed royal 
descent. His father was lord advocate 
Srst to Queen Mary and afterward to 
King James VI. His mother, the daugh- 
ter of. Sir Jailies Stewart. Members of 
both families were eminent in Scottish 
history. 
The hoy James Crichton was 


sent to grammar school at Perth. He 
emerged at tho age of 10 and immediate- 
ly entered the famous University of St. 
Andrews. The students there were di- 
vided into what were called circles, ac- 
cording to the talent they exhibited. Crich- 
ton advanced from one circle to another, 
until,when he was barely past 11, the uni- 
versity turned him out with the degree 
of master of arts, accomplished in the sci- 
ence, philosophy and learning of the peri- 
od, and, as said, the master of a dozen liv- 
ing nnd dead languages. It was the custom 
of young men of the time to-finish their 
educations by making-the grand tour of 
Europe. Crichton, supplied with letters 
from his family nnd relatives to the no- 
hies of the French court, went to Paris 
first. 


His first action on arrival was to post a 


challenge in all parts of the city offering 
to meet all comers at the College of Na- 
varre in debate in any one of 12 lan- 
guages, "in any science, liberal art, dis- 
cipline or faculty, whether practical or 
theoretic." Such contests were common 
to the age, but the challenge, coming 
from a boy of 15, aroused deep interest. 
An immenr'se crowd was present on the 
day appointed. 
A dozen eminent 'phi- 


losophers and divines presented them- 
selves. Crichton, without the semblance 
of pffort, defeated all who attempted to 
cope with him. He was' congratulated 
by the faculty of the college nnd Henry 
III. then the gayest monarch in Europe, 
carried him off to his court. 
The next 


day Crichton appeared in the tourney and 
with consummate ease remained victor in 
that martial strugsle. The king gave him 
an important command in the army. He 
remained iu France two years, dazzling 
the people with his accomplishments in 
every direction. 


Crichton went next to Rome and 


Venice. In the latter city his friends were 
Speroice Speroni, one of the most learned 
names in Italian literature, John Donati, 
and.Lorenzo Mnssa, secretary to the re- 
public of Venice. Several of the Latin 
poems Crichton composed in this circle 
have descended. He was introduced to 
the doge and the senate and in their pres- 
ence delivered an oration so graceful and 
eloquent that, accoiding to Imperalis, "he 
was esteemed a prodigy of nature." The 
Venetians were enraptured over his ele- 
gant manners, his learning and accom- 
plishments. Crichton went to Padua and 
posted an invitation to meet him iu de- 
bate on the philosophy of Aristotle—then 
a subject absorbing the educated minds 
of all Europe. The argument lasted three 
days, and the handsome young Scotch- 
man was as usual an easy victor over the 
learned men who took the opposite to 
hin'. 


At Mantua a famous Italian duelist 


lived whu had vanquished many -antago- 
nists. Crichton sent him n challenge and 
next day ran the Italian through the 
body. 
The Duke of Mantua engaged 


him as tutor for his son Vincenzo di Gon- 
zaza. The court of Mantua was celebrat- 
ed for its patronage of the Italian drama. 
Tho iinest troupe of actors in Europe, de- 
nominated I Gelosi, was attached to it.

THE STORY OF A STRANGE MISSION 


TO A DESERT ISLAND. 


In the Queer BnHlnc«« Floored m Biff 


Coffin ami a Dead Chtneie Manda- 
rin Who May Not Have Ueen a Dead 
CUInr.iuau After All. 


"I've spent a good many years round 


these islniids," said the night watch on a 
yacht in the Snnta Barbara channel, 
"and I've had suine singular experiences. 
Last winter I -spent in Santa Barbara, 
only coming to the island occasionally. 
One day a Chinaman came to my lodg- 
ings and asked me if I knew San Nico- 
las, the bleakest and winiliest of all the 
California ishiiu!*. I said I did. 
" 'You know ; inaudaiiuV lie asked. 


'Lung Kow ailoe sauiee mandalin; he go 
San Nicolas; allee sanice dei'J inau. You 
sube?' 


"In short, the Chinnmnn was a rep~e- 


Bontalivo of the Six Companies of Sun 
Francisco, and the mandarin, Lung Kow, 
Lad taken a <trip for his health to the 
island with a party of nbalone hunters 
and had died on the desolate spot. 
HG 


was a big mau, and so a delegation of 
Chinamen hfHi been sent to Saiita Bar- 
bara to charter a vessel to go to San 
Kicoh.s to bring him to mainland. 
Wo 


fcoou struck a bargain find set sail. The 
island lies well out to sea, where it blows 
li.-ilf a gale nearly all the time, and there 
arc no safe harbors. My schooner was a 
little fore and after, with a small cock- 
pit and cabin, which just about held the- 
four ('hiuamcn, \\ lulu cross deck, amid- 
ships, they stnn'ed a bronze coffin. The 
men, as near as 1 could make out, seemed 
to be priests ol' rank and went on regular 
watch duty from tho time they started. 
They crowded into the cabin and lit their 
pipi-s arid kept them going all the way 
over. As soon as we got under sail one 
of them threw a lot of paper into the air, 
repeatiiig something in Chinese.

The sea was still high, and 
wh'ile we rowed the Chinamen threw pa- 
per and waved their punk sticks. I was 
looking for trouble, and just as wo 
reached the narrow channel the sea drop- 
ped away from the bow, the stern flew 
up in the air, and a big wave struck the 
flat bottom of the boat, sending her stern 
over'bow into the cove, and spilling every 
one into the water. When the China- 
men recovered from their fright they 
rushed for the boat, and, hauling her up, 
unfastened the coffin and laid it oa the 
beach. The abalone hunters met us, and 
there was more bowing and more punk 
burned, and then the men took the coffin 
on their shoulders and we followed tha 
abalone hunters. 


Well, my partner and I took turns at 


carrying tho coffin with the Chinamen, 
and for several miles followed the aba- 
lone men over the bills and sand to a re- 
mote spot where the grave was pointed 
out.

Naturally you would think they would do 
all the work of taking up the body, but 
they indicated that they expected us to 
do it, and as we had been paid to do the 
work there was no backing out. 
The 


Chinamen thrust lighted punk in the 
sand all about and went through many 
gesticulations while we dug. The Man- 
darin had simply been laid in the sand 
with his robus about him and his red- 
buttoned hat on. We got him up, put 
him in the coffin and bolted it down. 
Then the Chinamen threw handfuls of 
papers in the air, uttering cries and bow- 
ing to the body, to the east and west. 


"We finally got the coffin triced to two 


long poles and began the march hack. 
I've taken some hard and curious tramps 
in my time, but that discounted them all. 
The Chinamen were thoroughly frighten- 
ed—you know they think the wind is a 
living thing, and when it began to howl 
and roar and fill the air with stones and 
dirt they would stop and point at the 
black fog bank that looked like a big 
dragon, then start off again, plowing 
through the drifting sand, sometimes al- 
most losing sight of the guide ahead. 
Finally we reached the bear-h. The yacht 
was lying on the edge of the kelp, about 
200 yards off shore and riding on u pretty 
good swell that set in from the west, but 
the junkboat came in all right and we 
hauled her up, high and dry. 


"Remembering their experience, the 


Chinamen wanted us to wait until the 
sea went down; but we explained that 
there was always a sea running, so they 
consented to try it. They evidently were 
determined to take no chances, as they 
first placed the heavy coffin, now heavier 
than ever, amidships, and lashed it in, 
then put my partner and me at the oars, 
while the dead Chinaman took his place 
in the boat with his hand on the coffin.

fin in the falls and landed it on deck, 
putting it across the house. That night 
the only dry place was the coffin, so I 
piled my blankets on top of it and was 
fast asleep on Top of the Mandarin when 
I felt some one pulling at me and found 
tho whole party about me.

Probably legislation will 
be necessary, and the marine hospital 
service seems the best agency to use.".

COLD FEET IN PHILIPPINES. 


Soldier Writes of All Day Marches 


Through Water Waist Deep. 


Private Jacob "MeLain of the Twen- 


ty-first United States infantry, who 
enlisted at Lancaster, Pa., writes to his 
mother, Mrs. Kate McLain of .Lancas- 
ter, under date "of July 25, the follow- 
ing particulars of the Philippine cam- 
paign, says "the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger: 


"We left camp at Caloocan "on July 


5 and have since been Scouring the 
mountains and fighting Filipinos. We 
have passed through about 50 towns. 
We get up at 3 a. m. and march until 
sunset after passing through water 
waist deep. It rained so hard that in 
12 hours there were three feet of wa- 
ter on the level. We sleep while the 
rain pours down upon us. If we com- 
plain of sickness, the surgeon says we 
have 'cold feet,' which means that we 
are afraid and are cowards. I do not 
think we will last long going this pace. 
Six days were required to cross a 
mountain. My shoes played out, and 
the last four days I was barefoot. 
My feet are cut, bruised and swollen. 
I kept in line, for dropping from the 
ranks meant death, as the 'niggers' are 
•watching for stragglers. 


''They shoot at our outposts at night 


and fire upon us while on" the march, i 
We dare not shoot them if we can take 
them alive. 'We don't call this war. 
There are a number in our company 
who fought in the civil war, and thsy 
say this is the worsl they ever saw. 
We arrived at 
Malolos last night. 


About 40 miles were covered by boats, 
and two of our men were drowned. 
Private Stafford fell overboard while 
drunk. Corporal Duffy tried to rescue 
him, but both sank. The soldiers drink 
Porto Rico rum, or 'bero.' Three drinks 
make a man wild. 
At the last town 


the boys filled their canteens, and ! 
some 
of them 
became crazy after 


drinking the vile liquor."

Valley Wheat and Cora 


Growers Want tu Rcgalate the Sup- 
ply to Me«t (lie Demand la Tho'r 
Own Way—To Open Headquarter* 
In Several Citlei. 


The Farmers' Federation of the Mis- 


sissippi Valley promises to revolution- 
ize the agricultural business of the 
country by stepping in as the agent of 
the producer and protecting him from 
the extortions of the middleman. The 
trust also promises to break dowa the 
influences which have controlled and 
fixed the prices of the products of the 
farm by storing in elevators, granariea 
and cribs surplus grain and placing 
only on the market enough to supply 
the demands. The purpose of the cor- 
poration, according to the Topeka cor- 
respondent of the New York Sun, Is to 
"regulate and control the sale and ship- 
ment of farm products of all the states 
and territories of the Mississippi val- 
ley and to establish and maintain of- 
fices, yards, grain elevators and to ap- 
point and maintain agents and agen- 
cies for handling, gathering, keeping, 
selling and distributing products, and 
to loan and borrow money and to do a 
banking business." The places where 
its business is to be transacted are 
Topeka, Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Chicago and New Orleans. 


The amount of capital stock will be 


$20,000,000, 
divided 
into 
2,000,000 


shares of §10 each. In addition to the 
bank department provided for in the 
charter, the bylaws create a bureau of 
statistics and separate sale depart- 
ments for grain, live stock, cotton at<J 
tobacco. 
The bylaws also provide 


that there shall be no rebates to ship- 
pers or dividends paid to stockholders, 
but the surplus earnings of the com- 
pany shall be held as a reserve fund to 
finance the bank department, to pay 
Interest on the bonds of the company 
and for th« purchase of the business 
and good will of commission houses. 
Later on, when; this institution shall be 
brought to a successful issue, the sur- 
plus earnings from a commission and 
from the loans of money by the bank 
department shall be equally divided be- 
tween the stockholders and the farm- 
ers, who may be the holders of non- 
transferable bonds of the company. 


In order that the business of con- 


centration may be facilitated and the 
work of emancipation may be speedily 
accomplished, it is further provided 
by the bylaws that there may be is- 
sued $10,000,000 of 5 per cent 20 year 
debenture, bonds of the company, or 
so much thereof as may 'be necessary 
to purchase the business and good will 
of the commission houses of Chicago, 
Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis and 
New Orleans. 
The headquarters of 


the federation will be at Chicago after 
January next. 


Replying .to the question, "Will the 


farmers of the we'st stand together?" 
President Allen says: "It is not nec- 
ossai-y that all the farmers should 
stand together In the execution of this 
plan for mutual protection. If one- 
twentieth of the farmers of the west 
and south who produce corn, wheat 
and cotton equal to the export de- 
mand should unite with the Farmers' 
Federation, with pledges to abide by 
its rules and regulation's, protection 
could then be afforded to every pro- 
ducer of corn, wheat and cotton in the 
United States. The power that can 
check or restrain shipments of farm 
products, the power to hold out of the 
public markets of the United States 
5 per cent or any percentage, however 
small, is the master who can regulate 
the price of corn, wheat and cotton in 
the home market and in all the mar- 
kets of the world." 


President Allen admits that this fed- 


eration is a gigantic trust, but he 
says: "Th^re is nothing in the charter 
nor in the bylaws that conflicts with 
the interstate commerce law nor with 
antitrust laws of any of the states of 
the Union. Its purpose is not to re- 
strain production nor to arbitrarily 
fix prices.- It assumes only the power 
to control the shipments of 
farm 


products and to thus regulate the sup- 
ply to the demand in the general mar- 
kets. If there should appear to be an 
overproduction, we would simply sell 
enough to meet the legitimate de- 
mands for consumption and hold back 
our surplus in our granaries and on 
our farms to meet contingencies of 
short crop seasons."

tective*, That Cannot Be Bribed, 
Are Tana-ht to .Find and Follow the 
Conrce of Taclr Human Game. 


For over half a century bloodhounds 


have been trained in the south for man 
hunters. Before the war nearly all of 
the larger plantations had bloodhounds 
trained especially to pursue runaway 
slaves. In some cases plantation own- 
ers 
would club together 
and pur- 


chase a pack. Many white men in the 
south made it a business to train dogs 
especially for this purpose and accom- 
panied them when they were needed for 
a "chase." Since the war the value of 
the hound is so well known in following 
escaped criminals that today half breeds 
are almost as numerous as the others 
were years ago, although many were 
killed by soldiers and negroes during the 
war. 


Dog fanciers say that probably not 25 


pure blooded dogs of this breed can he 
found in the United States at present. 
The first of their kind came from the 
north of England, near the Scotch bound- 
ary line. According to old English rec- 
ords, they-yere not used for sporting pur- 
poses, hut kept about the house as pets 
in the families of the nobility because of 
their courage and docility. 
The real 


bloodhound is anything but a savage and 
vicious brute in his ordinary condition. 
When aroused, however, he will attack 
man or beast with a ferocity which is 
equaled by no other breed. 
He never 


gives up as long as life lasts, and it is ei- 
ther death to himself or the object of his 
attack. The savage side of the dog is 
aroused by resistance, and he will seldom 
bite any one who does not offer it unless 
influenced by the scent of blood. The ne- 
groes in the slave days were well aware 
of this trait, and frequently, when run 
down, a darky would throw himself full 
length on the ground and remain motion- 
less. 
The dogs would come up and, 


standing around, would bay nntil the 
pursuing party 
reached the fugitive. 


Many a runaway, however, met his death 
in endeavoring to strangle the dogs or 
beat thorn off with a club. 


The hounds of the pure species have 


an unusually long and narrow forehead, 
with eyes very large and soft and color 
of a dark tan or fawn. They are slight- 
ly smaller than the "liver pointer," 
standing about two feet above the 
ground. Their legs are short, but power- 
ful, and they are not swift running dogs, 
but their scent is wonderful. 


The manner of breaking them is to se- 


lect a stretch of country about a mile 
long, with one or two small thickets on 
the "course." 
A negro boy puts on a 


pair of brogans, the soles of which have 
been rubbed with blood from a chick- 
en. He is given a start of 20 minutes. 
At the end of this time the animal is 
loosed. The trainer puts his nose to the 
spot where the negro started, and he is 
on the "scent" in a second, going at full 
speed across the country. In the thicket 
he may be puzzled, but in a few mo- 
ments he strikes the trail again and, 
baying, indicates that he has found the 
fugitive. The scent is best early in the 
morning, btfore the sun has dried the 
dew on the ground, as the moisture seems 
to hold the odor better. 


After a few trials the dog follows the 


, negro simply by the • -odor of his feet. 


Then a course is laid Out which is more 
difficult. 
Several streams of water are 


crossed, .and a start is taken during a 


' hot day, four or five hours after the sup- 
| posed fugitive has gone over the ground. 
1 From one mile the course is lengthened 
' to five.- The dog may take half a day 


to complete it, as when he reaches a wa- 
terway he has to, run up and down each 
bank until he finds where the negro en- 
tered the water and emerged. But his 
wonderful nose, constantly moving over 
the ground, usually proves an unerring 
guide, and seldom is he "thrownoff" more 
than half an hour. 
A few months of 


this coursing, and the bloodhound is 
ready to act as a detective—one which 
cannot be bribed. 


A mixture of the setter, pointer or some 


other breed of hunting dog with the 
bloodhound type answers for man hunt- 
ing about as \\ell as the pure breed, and 
the dogs thus obtained are much cheap- 
er. 
Many .ire owned by country officers 


and carefully guarded, as criminals do 
not hesitate to poison them whenever 
possible. When u crime has been com- 
mitted, the nearest dogs are sent for. 
The animals beat around the premises 
where tho crime has been committed, like 
a pointor hunting for a partridge. 


Some four or five hours may elapse be- 


fore the dogs take the trail. They work 
around in a constantly widening circle 
until they find it. Then they are like a pack 
after a for, and the pursuers must whip 
up their horses to keep track of them if 
the trail is fresh. 
The outlaws in the 


southern states are well aware of the 
keenness of the pursuers and try every 
way to throw them off. They swim 
creeks, go through marshes, run on stones 
as much as possible, for the hardness of 
the surface causes it to retain but a. very 
slight odor unless wet. 


Dogs used for man hunting for a term 


of years are not easily thrown off the 
trail at the banks of a stream. 
They 


jump in and swim over, running up and 
down the opposite side until they have 
found the spot where the fugitive has 
come out of the water. When four or 
five dogs are in pursuit and the scent is 
lost, each takes up a certain area and 
covers it thoroughly nntil the odor is 
again detected, when the pack start away 
together. 
They can follow it through 


swamps where the water is two and 
three feet deep by sniffing the marsh 
grass and the trunks of trees which they 
pass. The most difficult obstacle is dry 
sand. If a fugitive can find a stretch of 
this half a mile in width, he is in a fair 
way to escape^ for, as the impressions 
of his'footsteps are left in the soft mate- 
rial, they are immediately filled up with 
fresh sand, and much of the scent is ob- 
literated.—Chicago Record.

About Thirty-Five Milkmen Present, 


The Project Explained. Ques- 


tions Asked and Answered. 


Will Hold Another Meeting 


The meeting held In the district court 


room last night to consider the pro- 
ject of organizing a, stock company 
:ind opening a depot to handle the milk 
business of the city was attended by 
about 3u milkmen, representing this 
city, C'larksburg, Stamford and Wil- 
llamstnwn. 
There are some 75 or SO 


milkmen doing business in this city 
and it was hoped that more would be 
present, as it will be necessary for a 
majority of them to endorse the move- 
ment in order to make it ferxsible. 


A. O. Nichols represented the men 


who stand ready to furnish the capi- 
tal, and he explained the plan of opera- 
tions. 
He scud some of the milkmen 


had an idea that they might be bound 
by contract to furnish milk for one 
year, and that the company might then 
find where it could be bought cheaper 
and shipped in, and the local produc- 
ers might be turned adrift with their 
business ruined. Mr Nichols assured 
them the company would give bonds to 
take their milk at a stipulated price 
for five years, and it would be the de- 
sign of the company to pay as high a 
price as possible for the milk and sell 
it as low as would bb consistent with 
a reasonable profit. He thought they 
could pay 3V2 cents a, quart delivered 
in the city, or three cents a quart if 
collected by the company, and retail it 
for five cents a quart. 
The idea was 


not to form a trust or anything: of the 
sort. 
It would be a stock company, 


and the subscriptions would be open< to 
the milkmen, who could take a.ll the 
stock they wanted, a.nd the company 
would be glad to have them take stock, 
as that 
would further enlist thc-ir 


hearty co-operation and enhance the 
chances of successs. 


The saving over the present system 


would como in the economical handling 
of the milk and the- absence of bad 
debts. 
The business would be con- 


ducted on a strictly cash basis and 
the losses that the individual mi'kman 
sustain, 
which aggregate 
a 
larg-e 


amount every yar, would be done 
away with. 
There are now about 75 


wagons circulating through the city 
daily, and Mr. Nichols thought the 
company could deliver all the milk 
easily with 12 or 15 teams. The city 
would be divided into districts and no 
two teams would work on the <=ame 
ground. That this feature alone wcu'd 
result in a great saving anyone (.an 
readily 
understand. 
The 
company 


would be ready to pay the farmers 
for their milk daily or weekly, as they 
might prefer, and this would be a great 
advantage to the'farmers. Mr. Nichols 
said the company would buy as much 
of its outfit in the way of milk bottles, 
wagons, etc., as practicable of those 
who are now in the business, though 
it would want nothing that was not in 
good order. 


It was generally admitted that 3i/i 


cents a nuart was a good wholesale 
price for milk, and certainly no one 
expects it to be retailed at less that

The milk would all 
be bottled nnd if any of the customers 
bad preferences they could have milk 
r-nm any farm thev chose to designate. 


No definite steps were taken. 
The 


milkmen were fold to think and inlk 
the matter over, and that another 
meeting will probably be called next 
week tn further consider the question. 


What the result of the movement will 


be remains to be seen. Farmers are 
proverbially cautious about embarking 
in new enterprises, but this matter, ns 
figured out. would seem to point to a 
reasonable profit for both sides. 
The 


life of the milkman is a very hard one, 
and a large part of the drudgery would 
be done away with if the milk were 
disposed of by wholesale instead of 
being peddled out by the pint and 
quart. 


Pittsfield's House of Mercy a Quarter 


Century Old 


In the Methodist church at Pittsfle-ltt 


yesterday the 25th anniversary of the 
first movement looking toward the es- 
tablishment of the Pittsfield House' of 
Mercy was celebrated. 
The program 


consisted of an address "on the devel- 
opment of hospitals by Dr. J. F. A. 
Adams, a paper by Mrs. Harriet M. 
Plunkett, president of the House of 
Mercy for 24 out of the 25 years of its 
existence, financial report by Mrs. M, 
B. Root and some delightful music.'. 


It was in September, 3874, that a be- 


zar was held for several days and eve- 
nings in the First church chapel and 
the proceeds made the nucleus of the 
fund for opening the hospital in a, house 
on Francis avenue. L.ater the organi- 
zation 
legally 
chartered, 
obtained' 


its present site on the triangle between 
Tyler, North and First 
streets, on 


which are its hospital building and the 
Henry W. Bishop, 3d, memorial train- 
ing- school fo rnurses. It was in com- 
memoration of the first bazar and pub- 
lic t-ffort in. that direction that yes- 
terday's anniversary was held. A largo 
platform had been put up in. front of 
the pulpit plalfiorm, and the single de- 
portion on the black cloth border of 
the platform was a large red cross. On 
the platform were the women's, board 
of control of the House of Mercy cor- 
poration, and several contributors to 
the original bazar. Mrs. H. M. Plun- 
kett, the president, Mrs. Mary B. Root, 
the treasurere from the beginning1 of 
the hospital, Mrs. J. TI. Hinsdale, for 
some year.5? the clerk of the corporation, 
Mrs. S. N. Russell, Mrs. Clapp, Mrs. 
Davis. Mrs. Read, Mrs. Zenas Crane 
and some other women of the original 
and present management! were also 
seated on the platform. On the south 
side were some 20 nurses from the 
Henry \V. Bishop, 3d, memorial train- 
ing school. There was a good attend- 
ance from Pittsfield, and delegatiors 
from some of the other Berkshire towns 
were present. Many of the physicians 
were al*=o in attendance. 


Mrs. Plunkett's paper was of sn at 


Jr.'ciest. The first bazaar, with seme 
individual checks, including: a gift of 
!>r>00 by the late Z. M. Crane under a 
ban of secrecy, netted 
the 
sum of 


?:"874. 
Fourteen women signed a pe- 


tition for a charter, and in November 
it was obtained. Most of the women on 
the board of control remained on it 
during their lives. It was the first cot- 
tage hospital in America, governed by 
women and relying on charity for sup- 
port. On January "I, ISTFi, the Francis- 
avenue hospital, with six beds, was 
opened. There was no pattern to go by, 
and at that time there was no trained 
nurse in the country. Miss Martha 
Goodrich was first matron five years. 
Two other New Haven nurses followed 
for two years each as matron, and 
Miss Anna G. Clement, the present 
matron, has been in that place since. 
The first year there were 14 patients, 
and 
this year there have been 385. 


Over 4000 have been 
treated in 
the 


House of Mercy. 


The growth by the hospital has been 


steady. The' corner-stone was laid in 
September, 1S77. by the late Mrs. C. T. 
Fenn. 
More than half, the 
original 


subscribers are now dead. 
Endow- 


ments of beds began then, the Boston 
and Albany railroad paying an annual 
fee since. 
The first room was fur- 


nished by Mrs. R. V. R. Daniels. Hos- 
pital Sunday in the churches was be- 
gun in 1S7S.' Mrs. Creamer was the first 
trained nurse as matron. Tn 1885 came 
the establishment of the training school 
for nurses and this was the beginning 
of the successful training school, which 
in 1SS9 was finished through the gen- 
erosity of Henry W. Bishop of Pitts- 
field and Chicago as a memorial to his 
son.
